RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 9th January 1967 
No . F . 28 (63) - Plant ( A ) /66. — Having regard to the important place that tea 
occupies lo the National Economy, the Government of India bave decided to set 
up a Committee for undertaking a comprehensive review of the economic condi 
tions and problems of this Industry , in all its aspects , and , (bearing in mind the 
reports of the Plantation Enquiry Commission and the Tea Finance Committee ) , 
to make recommendations regarding the measures required to be taken for its 
appropriate development on the right lines , during the Fourth Plan Period . In 
particular , the Committee shall look into 
( a ) the question of devising ways and means for the quantitative as well 

as qualitative increase in production , ( such as , through expansion of 
acreage and improvement of yields per hectare ) to levels required to 

meet the rising demand for consumption whether at home or abroad , 
( b ) the urgent problems of marketing , Anancing and research that are facing 

the Industry and which may be standing in the way of its appropriate 
development, and 
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( c ) any other aspect which in the Committee s opinion , is germane to the 

broad purpose of this Enquiry .
